The National League must fare 
badly at the next election; for large 
numbers of Captain Redmond’s supporters 
have been shocked by his overtures to the 
Republicans and by his attitude to the 
oath of allegiance. During the next two 
months the country will have leisure to 
adjust its mind—a sober and grateful 
mind—to these new developments.

Boots and Shoes. 


The current issue of the Irish Trade 
Journal contains an interesting article on 
the subject ofthe boot and shoe industry in 
the Free State. Up to about fifty years ago 
the trade of bootmaker flourished in this 
country. Then the British industry began 


places, offices and factories. Our grand- 
parents appear to have been but little 
irked by tightly closed windows and doors, 
and they slept comfortably in beds draped. 
heavily with textures that excluded fresh 
air from dark to dawn. To this day, in 
the Irish countryside, beds are made in 
compartments that are, to all intents and 
purposes,*sealed cupboards. It is common, 
too, to find the windows of inner rooms 
nailed up against all possibility of open- 
ing. It is told of an Ulster clergyman 
that he used to inculcate hygiene by 
thrusting his umbrella through the panes 
in his parishioners’ sealed windows, Care- 
ful ingestigation of this public health 
matter is carried out by the Institution 
of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, 
which recently concluded a summer meet- 
ing at Bournemouth. Describing the work 
of this body, the Engineering Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph suggests 
that results point to electricity as the 
most hopeful means of combining control 
of temperature with the preservation of a 
pure atmosphere. The circulation of 
warmed air can be arranged by 
the use of fans, and heat can 
be distributed without the production ol 
any waste gases, as in heating systems 
which involve combustion of coal or gas. 
At Bucknalls, near Watford, the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research 
maintains an experimental cottage, with 
detachable walls and roof, in which 
methods of heating and ventilation sre 
tested on a scale larger and more satis- 
factory than any that is possible in a 
laboratory.

A Narrow Escape. 

Opening their newspapers this morning, 
the citizens of the Free State will learn 
that President Cosgrave’s Government is 
still in office. The blow which was to have 
installed Mr. de Valera as arbiter of the 
country’s fortunes has missed its aim— 
only by a hair’s breadth, it is true; yet 
the miss is as good as a mile. Mr. de 
Valera may control some future Govern- 
ment, but not as the result of a mere 
parliamentary manoeuvre, and not without 
direct responsibility to the nation. In the 
course of yesterday’s debate Captain Red- 
mond announced that his party of seven 
would support Mr. Johnson’s motion ; 
and, if the matter had gone according to 
plan, the Government would have been 
expelled from office by a single vote. 
Through a defection, however, which as 
yet is unexplained, a member of Captain 
Redmond’s party failed to support him,

Channel began to oust the Irish-made boot 
from public favour. With the progress of 
time the Irish trade virtually disappeared, 
and when the Free State Government came 
into office fourteen-fifteenths of the boots 
and shoes bought in the Saorstédt were 
imported from Great Britain. Then came 
the decision of the Executive Council 10 
levy a protective tariff on footwear. The 
impost was fixed at three shillings in the 
pound ad valorem, and it is claimed now 
that, after three and a half years of this 
tariff, the position of native manufac- 
turers has improved considerably. In 
1924 there were 300 men and women 
engaged in this industry, all working on 
short time; at present there are 1,000 
workers on full time. Altogether there are 
nine factories in the Free State. One is 
in Dublin; there are three in Cork, and 
the others are situated in Waterford, 
Carlow, Kerry, Roscommon and Monaghan 
The Dublin factory, which produces 5,000 
pairs every. week, employs 180 workers, 
while the two factories in Cork give work 
to 600 hands. Last year the imports of 
boots and ghoes amounted in value to 
£1,712,000, compared with £1,811,000: in 
1925 and £1,900,000 in the previous year. 
Certainly, there is a gradual drop in 
the value of these imports; but we doubt 
very much that it is commensurate with 
the tax which the 15 per cent. import 
duty levies on the consumer. The people 


RACING TRACK. 


The Wembley Stadium has been purchased 
for £150,000 for greyhound racing. The new 
owners have been negotiating for the past 
month. The syndicate is an EE cas 
body, and is in no way connected with the 
existing greyhound racing organisatione in 
London and Manchester. 

“The Stadium will be used for greyhound 
racing on a very extensive ecale,” said the 
Press Association's mformant. ‘‘ We hope to 
hold our first race meeting in about four 
months’ time.” 

GREYHOUND RACING POPULAR. 

‘Greyhound racing is rapidly becoming a 
national . sport,” said Sir William Gentle, 
Chairman of the Greyhound Racing Associa- 
tion, speaking at Liverpool last night at a 
dinner in rd. Sn of the opening of a new 
track. '' When I started at Manchester the 
attendance was 1,700; now the average 
attendance is between 10,000 and 11,000. 

“The appointment of the Board of Control 
will ensure that the sport, so far as this 
Association is concerned, is being conducted 
on traight lines. We have taken steps regard- 
ing our tracke to protect the public against 
unscrupulous bookmakers. The Association 
is making arrangements for an international 
race of greyhounds, and for racing in France, 
Spain, Belgium, Germany, India, South 
Africa, and Australia.’’

POINTS FROM 
MR. JOHNSON.

I draw attention to the quotations to 
show that, on one side and the other in 
America there is an awful feud between 
the two contending elements who have 
been associated in the past in devotion to 
the cause of Ireland. They have their 
echoes in the public pronouncements of 
the propagandist oí the two rival parties 
in this House. 


I say that peace and order and the good 
government of Ireland will be more surely 
promoted by the occupancy of the Govern- 
ment benches of some party or combination 
of parties outside each of the two contend- 
ing elements.

I am entitled to ask what is going to 
happen if this motion is passed. That 
was kept from us a sacred, guarded secret. 
What is the support for this motion?

I would summarise the charge against 
the Government by saying that where 
peace is by far the greatest and most 
urgent. need of our unhappy country, the 
Government is preparing war; or, if that 
word be objected to, it is preparing A 
campaign of repression that’ will create 
disorder of a character closely resembling 
civil war in regard to all its attendant 
horrors and destruction. 

I do not believe that either Mr. de 
Valera or any of those actively ‘associated 
with him had any responsibility, direct or 
indirect, for the murder of Mr. O’ Higgins. 

Personally, I do not at all agree with 
Mr. de Valera’s aims, and there is much 
in the record of his activities of the post 
Treaty period which I very strongly resent. 
But I am not prepared to deny the 
Rincerity or: efficiency of himself and his 
friends. 

If they can be converted now, as Presi- 
dent Cosgrave and his friends were con- 
verted a few short years ago and changed 
from poachers into being gamekeerers, I 
can see no reason, for the life of me, why 
we should not welcome the process, or why 
we should donbt that they would not make 
just as good gamekeepers as President 
Cosgrave. 

We of the Irish Nationalist Party are 
absolutely wedded to all the fundamefttals 
of the Anglo-Irish settlement. That settle- 
ment is satisfactory to us for our day and 
generation. But we admit Mr. de 
Valeras right—his undeniable right in 
constitutional law and in natura] jnstice— 
to try to persuade his fellow-conntrymen 
to abrogate that settlement.

CHRISTIAN UNITY.

THE CONFERENCE AT 
LAUSANNE. 

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
A representative gathering of about 500 
members from all the great Christian com- 
munions, except the Church of Rome, has 
met at Lausanne to give three weeks’ con- 
tinuous consideration to the ideal of Christian 
unity and the ways in which it may be 
secured by the Christian Church. The full 
reports of the sessions of the conference have 
not yet reached this country, and we are 
unable to anticipate the conclusions of its 
various committees; but those who have 
followed the proceedings must recognise that, 
while they have in.a singulgy degree mani- 
fested a spirit of brotherhood, there has been 
no lack of frankness in the statement of 
differences and a clear consciousness of the 
difficulties which confront all attempts to 
overcome them. At the Stockholm Conference 
last year on Life and Work the delegates 
were concerned with moral. and social topics, 
and were able to reach a considerable degree 
of unanimity on many questions affecting the 
witness and influence of Christianity in the 
world. But the Lausanne Conference has 
passed beyond these to consider the causes of 
the present divisions in Christendom itself 
and the means by which unity may be 
restored. 

Of all enterprises that confront Christian 
men the most difficult is that which is con- 
cerned to secure the unity of a divided 
Christendom. Fidelity to what is conceived 
to he the truth on the part of those who 
combine for this purpose may easily lead to 
the accentuation of special experiences or 
apprehensions of Christianity, and, since 
these differ in an extraordinary fashion, the 
hope ‘of finding grounds for common action 
often seems to diminish rather than increase 
as the result of discussion. Those who have 
most carefully and sympathetically watched 
recent. efforts towards unity have noticed 
that, while the leaders of the different 
Churches have frequently professed themselves 
ready to move forward to active co-operation, 
the rank and file of their people hesitate to 
follow. This is what must be expected, It 
presents the immediate task which confronts 
the various Churches. Let the leaders of the 
Churches turn ‘to instruct their own peconle, 
so that they may see clearly the evil of the 
disunion of Christendom, and become inspired 
with such faith and charity that they will 
move forward with one mind to that fellow- 
ship which no one can doubt is according to 
the mind of the one Lord of all.

JUDGE'S “ALLEGED BAD 
LANGUAGE.

BOSTON, Tuesday. 

The arguments for and against the ex: 
ceptions raised by the defence to the 
decisions of Judge Sanderson, of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court, and Judge 
Thaytr, of the Superior Court, in the 
Sacco and Vanzetti’' case, were heard to- 
day by-four justices of the State Supreme 
Court, sitting as a full bench of the 
Supreme Court. 

The County Courthouse, where the sitting 
took place, was crammed to its utmost 
capacity; and was heavily guarded: 

Mr. Arthur Hill, the chief counsel for 
the defence, argued that prejudice had 
been clearly shown by Judge Thayer, who 
presided over the original trial of Sacco 
and’ Vanzetti for murder, and that was 
sufficient warrant for a writ of error and 
a new trial. 

The Attorney-General 
took the ground that no evidence of 
prejudice sufficient “to require Judge 
Sanderson to issue a writ of error hud 
been presented. The defence had put in 
afiicavits giving statements alleged te have 
been made by Judge Thayer outsiie the 
court room, some asserting that the judge 
had used vile language in reference to the 
uceused men. 

The Attorney-General, dealing 
these affidavits, remarked in his brief: 
“ We feel it our duty to point out that the 
Constitution of Massachusetts does not 
guarantee that every judge will at every 
time and place within and without the 
court room refrain from using profanity 
and vile language.’’ 

Just before the adjournment Mr. Hill 
filed a new petition asking the full Bench 
to grant a writ of error. 

Justice Braley, who presided, had asked 
Mr, Hill why he had not applied to a 
full Bench in the first place, instead of 
to a single justice. Mr. Hill replied that 
he would file such a petition at once, and 
did so. 

At the conclusion of the argument of 
both the State and defence lawyers the 
full Bench of Judges “took under advise- 
ment’’-the defensive bill of acceptance 
and the rulings of Justice Sanderson and 
Judge Thayer. 3 

It is thought possible that a decision 
by the full Bench may not be given for 
several days, as there is a large volume 
of affidavits and other matter to be 


examined. 


JUROR’S HOUSE 
WRECKED. 


POLICE FIND CLUES TO 
PERPETRATORS. 
From REUTER's ConRESPONDENT. 
BOSTON, Tuesday. 

With reference to the wrecking at East 
Milton of the home of Lewis McHardy, 
one of the jurors in the trial of Sacco and 
Vanzetti seven years ago, the police have 
ascertained ‘that fifty sticks of dynamite 
were stolen at Reading, Massachusetts, 
and twelve percussion ceps at Quincy 
Quarry.. They are now on the track of a 
motor car believed to have been used by 
the dynamiters. This car is said to have 
contained five men, whose actions aroused 
suspicion, as a. consequence of which 
someone took the number of the car. 

Mr. McHardy, with some other jury 
men at the trial, were interviewed recently 
by a newspaper. Referring to the original 
verdict. and his position in the case, Mr. 
McHardy said: “The men were given a 
fair trial, and the verdict should ‘stand 
as it was rendered.” He is: quoted as 
having said: ‘‘ The fact that the two were 
anarchists and foreigners was never an 
issue with me or any of the jurors.” At 
the time of the interview Governor Fuller 
had not appointed a. commission to 
examine into the case, and Mr. McHardy 
opposed such an appointment.

MANY VILLAGES IN 
JEOPARDY... 


INHABITANTS FLERE AT 
~ MIDNIGHT.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
NICE, Tuesday. 

‘The Riviera ós suffering from a drought 
which has lasted over three months. The 
forests are bone-dry and fires are reported 
daily to have done enormous damage. 

Yesterday, in the Department of Var, a 
fire extending over a breadth of twenty 
miles between Bagnolo and Montauroux 
was driven by a strong west wind towards 
the villages. of Auribeau, Pegomas and 
Tanneron. The. latter village had to be 
evacuated by its inhabitants at about mid- 
night. 

The amount of damage reported is 
immense, and an area of over twenty-three 
square miles has been completely burned 
out. 

The fire is still raging in spite of tha 
work of two infantry. battalions and the 
local inhabitants. 


MORE VILLAGES CUT OFF. 
3 NICE, Tuesday (Later). 

Assisted by a westerly wind, the forest 
fire which has been raging over a breadth 
of twenty miles in the Department of Var, 
on thé Riviera, was to-day even fiercer 
than yesterday. This morning the village 
of Donabli was completely cut off and 
efforts to save it were fruitless. The 
village of Mandelieu is also threatened. 

In the Alps Maritimes Department 
seven fires have been reported to-day 
€ithin a radius of fifteen kilometres of 
Nice. At Villeneuve Loubet the position 
is serious, and the fire threatens to cut off 
the village. 

Marshal Petain’s winter villa is among 
the buildings considered in danger. 
Between Cros de Cagnes and St. Laurent 
Du Var another serious outbreak 
threatens many villas belonging to British 
winter residents.

AN AMERICAN’S VIEW. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

Everybody drinks in America. The best 
citizens and those in the highest social posi- 
tions can see nothing wrong in doing so. 
All the big cities in the United States are 
sé wet.” 

The decision of the Prohibition Enforce- 
ment Bureau, just announced, that the 
buyer of «bootleg "” liquor will be prose- 
cuted as well as the seller, is the greatest 
blow that Prohibition has ever suffered. It 
will mean that thousands of innocent people 
will be prosecuted along with criminals, and 
will strike home much more strongly. They 
will understand that the law is wrong. 

This is the pronounced opinion of Mr. A 
Phelps, Republican member of the New 
York State Assembly, and author of the 
recent referendum law. Enforcement ig the 
best means of repealing the Volstead Act, he 
declares, for it shows the people how ridi- 
culous and unjust the measure is, 

Prohibition in the United States is now 
nothing but*blackmail. There are 20,000 
“speak easies’’ in Manhatten. Despite the 
law, people go right on buying and selling 
liquor, and enforcement is nothing but a 
““graft,” Mr. Phelps declared. Agents get at 
Jeast 2,000 dollars or 3,000 dollats a year, and 
then with what they earn by reason of their 
jobs they retire wealthy. 

People do not feel that drinking is against 
the law. There is no moral support behind

DR, HEADLAM ON UNITY 
OF CHRISTENDOM.

From Revrer’s CORREEPONDENT, 
LAUSANNE, Tuesday. 

At the World Conference on Faith and 
Order today Dr. Headlam, Bishop of 
Gloucester, read an instructive paper on 
the unity of Christendom and the rela- 
tion thereto of the existing Churches. 

The fundamental postulate of a united 
Christendom, said Dr. Headlam, must be 
freedom and toleration. He was shocked 
at the way in which modern Liberalism 
failed to reatise that educational freedom 
meant freedom to teach your children 
your faith as well as freedom from the 
State or the Church imposing its creed 
upon your children. 

“Tt will be useless and dangerous,” 
Dr. Headlam declared, “for us to build 
up any form of united Church unless all 
alike—Romanist, Anglican, Protestant 
and Nonconformist—have learned the 
fundamental doctrines of Christian 
liberty."

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE MR. 
BONAR LAW.

ST. JOHN, NEW BRUNSWICK, 
d'uesday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin and their party, 

accompanied by Mr. Mackenzie King, the 
Canadian Prime Minister, and Mr. Ralston, 
Dominion Minister of Defence, arrived here 
this morning for a two hours’ stay in the 
capital of the Province of New Brunswick. 
They were received at the station by Mr. W. 
F. Todd, Lieutenant-Governor of the Pro- 
vince, the Provincial Premier, and members 
of the Provincial Cabinet. 
Replying to the address of welcome before 
a great crowd in the Market equare, Mr. 
Baldwin described his impressions of New 
Brunswick. He said that it seemed like a 
little bit of homeland wafted across the 
Atlantic and pitched on to North America. 
He paid a tribute to the memory of Mr. 
Bonar Law (who was born in New Bruns- 
wick), as a man under whom he had served 
for many years, and whom he loved. “ The 
great part which he played from the time 
he joined the Government in the early days 
of the war until his retirement will only he 
generally realised,’’ Mr. Baldwin said, “in 
prospective -history. I think his figure will 
emerge as one of the greatest figures of the 
time.’ 

The péopie of Great Britain, Mr. Baldwin 
added,tiad many affinities with the people of 
the maritime provinces. ‘‘ You have with 
ue,” he declared, ‘‘ the sea sense. You are 
proud of your people and your history. We, 
in common with you, have faith in the 
future. 

Mr. Baxter, the Provincial Premier, in the 
address of welcome, referred to St. John as 
“one of the Empire’s pathways to the sea, 
and he urged that the surplus population of 
Great Britain could find a comfortable exist- 
ence in his Province under physical conditions 
similar to those to which they were accus- 
tomed. 

After a brief stop at Mocton thig afternoon, 
Mr. Baldwin will arrive at Charlottetown, the 
capital of Prince Edward island, this evening.

UNLIKELY TO TRY AGAIN 
THIS YEAR,

BERLIN, Tuesday, 

Herr Loose, the pilot of the monoplane, 
“ Bremen,” which abandoned the flight to 
New York when over the Irish coast, said, in 
an interview to-day, that the venture would 
have ended in disaster if they had continued 
across the Atlantic. That view was shared 
by Jankers, the manufacturers of the plane, 
and by all interested in the flight. _Notwith- 
standing adverse gales blowing at a speed of 
from 40 to 50 miles an hour, the “ Bremen ” 
cecvered a distance cf 2,000 miles in her 22 
hours’ flight, and was found on examination 
to be in perfect condition and fit for a fresh 
start. 

On the contrary, the “ Europa ” was so 
badly damaged when she landed that she 
needs thorough overhaul, and consequently a 
third machine, the D 1198, will take her place 
for the second venture. Much depends, Má. 
ever, on a Satisfactory issúe of the négotia- 
tions which covered the risk for the machines 
and passengers of Sunday sg flight. 

THE ' GERMANIA ” NEARLY READY. 

Herr Koennecke, who is at Cologne wait- 
ing to start for America ín the Caspar 
biplane, ‘‘Germania,” has nearly finished his 
test flights. His machine, complete with fuel 
and other necessaries, weighs nearly four 
tons.

Though the arrangements are going for- 
ward, Herr Sachsenberg, a director of 
Junkers, thinks that the prospects of another 
attempt to cross the Atlantic this year are 
very remote. “The season is too far 
advanced,” he said, in an interview to-day, 
“and the weather prospects for the near 
futuré are extremely bad. No lasting im- 
provement is to be expected either this 
month or next.” 

He added that the experience of the 
Bremen had taught them that fog banks 
over Ireland were an extraordinary obstacle. 
His firm wanted to promote the idea of 
passenger traffic across the Atlantic, and it 
would do much harm if another dttempt were 
made and proved a failure. He gave it as 
his opinion that no fresh attempts would be 
made this year.

they did after the Chinese Commander had 
given & and promised to return the 
wings in thé same condition as that in which 
he received them, as soon as instructions to 
that effect were reteived from his superiors.

SUPPOSED. EXCRETION 
OF INSECTS.

The nature of Biblical manna is thought 
to have been established by the Hebrew 
University Expedition, under Dr. Boden- 
a. which has jist returned from Central 

inal. 

The traditional th was that the Biblical 
manna is identifiable with the Tamarix man- 
nifera, a species of the tamarisk shrub, which 
exudes a sugary secretion called manna. The 
origin of manna hitherto has been unclear, 
It was thought that it was a natural secre- 
tion from the twigs or bids which were 
pierced by rodent insects. 

The Expedition has determined that manna 
is an excretion of the insects themselves, 
which produce clear syrup-like drops, which, 
if sufficiently abundant, fai! to the ground, 
forming whitish grains from the size of a 
pin-head to the size of a pea. The quantity 
of this secretion depends on the rain, but the 
Bedouin say that in a good season a man 
can collect one and a half kilograms (about 
three pounds) in a day. 


REMARKABLE CARDIFF 
CASE. 


MONEYLENDER CHARGED 


WITH PERJURY. 


Abraham Shibko, aged 67, a registered 
moneylender, was charged at Cardiff yester- 
day with committing perjury in a High 
Court action. He was furhter charged with 
conspiring with Ewart Darwin Roberts to 
obtain by false pretences from William 
Hamton Pethybridge, solicitor, the sum of 
£903, the property of Robert Rowntree 
Charlcraft. 

Mr. Harold Lloyd, forg the prosecution, 
said that in 1920 a Mrs. Sarah Rutter died, 
and two years later Roberts, one of the 
executors, presented himself at Shibko’s 
office seeking to borrow £350 upon the deeds 
of six houses. He was accompanied on a 
second visit by a woman, whom he described 
as Sarah Rutter, owner of the property. 

The accused lent the money on the deeds, 
Roberts and the woman signing a promissory 
note for £450. Later there was another 
transaction, when Shibko made a further ad- 
vance on Roberts and the woman signing a 
charge for £200 rn the six houses. berts 
also brought another woman, whom, hé said, 
was his wife; who also signed. Eventually, 
when Shibko discovered that Mrs. Rutter 
was dead, Roberts made a full and frank 
confession that the womén he had brought 
were not the persons he represented them 


to be. : 
ALLEGED FALSE PRETENCES, 

The prosecution, said Mr. Lloyd, alleged 
that Shibko, at a later daté, although he 
knew that the mortgage which Roberts ar- 
tanged for on the property was a bogus one, 
induced Mr. Pethybridge, the ‘solicitor to 
Mr. Charicraft, to advance £1,000 on the 
houses. Mr. Pethybridge had examined 
certain documents, but was not shown the 
charge on the property. As to the perjury 
charge, it arosé out of certain statements 
the accused made on oath in a Chancery 
Court action brought by Mrs. Rosemary 
Major, another executor of Mrs. Rutter, in 
connection with deeds. Shibko, Mr. Lloyd 
alleged, denied asking Mr. Pethybridge to 
take over the security, and also said that 
it did not enter his head that the signature 
to the mortgage was forged. Roberts was 
now serving a sentence for forgery in con- 
nection with the mortgage. 

The hearing, which is expected to last 
several days, was adjourned. Sir Henry

CANADIAN FARMERS TO TOUR 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


The itinerary is now. practically complete 

for a marketing tour of 100 to 150 Canadian 
farmers, covering England, Scotland and Den- 
mark, in January and February next. The 
tour is being organised and conducted under 
the auspices of the Department of Agriculture 
of the Cancdish National Railways, with thé 
co-operation of the Department of Agriculture 
of the Dominion and several provincial 
Governments, the Ministry of Agricuture of 
the British Government and the Agricultural 
Products’ Representative of the Canadian 
Government in London. 
“We expect the party will be well over 
100, Our problem seems likely to be to keep 
the number down, rather than otherwise. The 
party will include representatives from co- 
operative marketing organisations, depart- 
ments,of agriculture, live-stock associations, 
exhibitions and leading farming and daily 
journals,’”’ stated Dr. W. J. Black, Director 
of Agriculture of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, who is now in London. “ We want our 
people tó see at first hand, and to know 
moré of the work being done by the Empire 
Marketing Board in enlarging the field for 
Empire products. This affects us in grain, 
bacon, cheese, butter, fruit, honey and other 
products. We believe the effect on Empire 
trade of bringing a large number of our 
Jeading farmers into close touch with the 
old land, where they may learn for them- 
Selves, will be marked.” 


LARGEST PRODUCERS. 
‘The farmers of Canada,” continued Dr. 
Black, ‘‘ have developed the world’s largest 
organisations of producers, especially in prain, 


rapidly extended to other products. We 
believe that, in the matter of co-operation, at 
least, the farmers here can take a 
leaf out of our book. There if a 
strong and close bond of interest 
between our 
und the world’s greatest consumers’ organisa- 
tions as represented by the C.W.S. and the 
S.C.W.S. at Manchester and Glasgow. We 
have been invited to visit both societies, and 
I am certain no part of the tour will be more

The matter arose out of the Finance Com- 
mittee’s report, which showed that since the 


20th of February last, eight children had 


beén admitted to the infirmary from St. 
Joseph’s Home, and that a sum of £44 13s. 
5d. had become due in respect of their treat- 
ment. In each case a form was submitted, 
signed by the matron or other responsible 
officer of St. Joseph's Home, undertakinz 
payment of the cost of maintenance. This 
payment had not been made, and the com- 
mittee recommended that the attention of the 
St. Joseph’s Home Committee be again called 
to the matter, and that the committee should 
be informed that the Guardians required pay- 
ment of the account at once, and the imme- 
diate payment of accounts when presented to 
the committee in future. 

Mr. J. Wilson, chairman of the committee, 
saic that in the case of one of the children 
£18 14s. 11d. was due, although payment 
was guaranteed. 

Mr. J. Collins asked whether there were 
other homes in Belfast from which children 
were admitted for treatment without pay- 
ment, 

Mr. J. Wilson said that no children were 
admitted from institutions without payment. 

Mr. Collins thought that St. Joseph’s 
Home had been treated harshly. ‘They had 
no funds to pay the amount asked for. 

Mr. J. Wilson said that, so far as he was 
concerned, they would not take children from 
this institution without payment, seeing that 
the children came from all parts of Ireland. 
He did not think that the ratepayers of 
Belfast would agree to it. Why did the 
committee of the home get those children 
sent to the infirmary under false representa- 
tion and under documents which they signed 
t> say that the costs of maintenance of the 
children would be paid? ‘That was neither a 
consistent nor an honourable attitude. If 
they did not get payment, he would be pre- 
pared to move that proceedings be taken. 

Mr. Collins charged Mr. Wilson and the 
committee with bigotry, and alleged that tre 
home was being persecuted. 

ANOTHER HOME. 

Mr. J. Wilson said that Mr. Collins had 
charged him with bigotry, and suggested 
that the only reason why he took up that 
attitude was because this was St. Joseph's 
Home. Some years ago they had children 
admitted from another home, run, certainly, 
not under any religious authority. In con- 
nection with that home the same condition of 
affairs existed as existed in the case of St. 
Joseph’s Home. They found that their in- 
stitution was being damaged owing to the 
fact that children were being sent to the 
institution in a practically dying condition, 
with the result that death after death took 
place within three or four days after admis- 


as yet received compensation. A 
meeting was held in Limerick last Monday 
evening of those interested—Mr. P. McMahon, 
Councillor, Blackwater, presiding— 
when a strong resolution of protest was 
passed, and the three lecal members of Dail 
Fireann MA requested to raise the question 
in the Dail.

He did not 
look as if he was dead, but the witness found 
that his heart had ceased to beat, and tried 
all the usual means of artificial respiration 
without result. The witness was present at 
the post-mortem conducted by Dr. Murphy, 
and agreed in every detail with his evidence. 

Superintendent O’Halloran deposed that 
this matter was reported to him at about 4 
p.m. on Monday, and he came to Skerries 
and saw the deceased man lying on the floor 
of the Holmpatrick Inn. He arrested Robert 
Manson, of Skerries, and charged him with 
the murder of Francis Ryan by striking him 
on the head with his clenched fist.

Sap STORY AT INQUEST. 


A verdict of ‘‘accidéntal death” was 
returned at the inquest which was held in 
the "Meath Hospital, Dublin, yesterday, on 
Norah Ralph (7), of Healy’s Cottages, 
Francis street, who died from burns. 

Mrs. Ralph, mother. said that when she 
was leaving the house at about 2.15 p.m. last 
Monday to go to her work, her three chil- 
dren- were in the house. There was very 
little fire in the grate. A Mrs. Cosgrave, 
who lived in another part of the house, 
looked after the children in her absence. 
Witness first learned of the occurrence when 
she returned home that evening about 6 
o'clock. “I have to work to support the 
children,” she added. ' My husband de- 
serted me.” 

Mrs. Cosgrave, 5 Healy’s Cottages, said 
that she looked after Mrs. Ralph’s three 
children from 9 a.m. to 6.30 p.m. each day. 
As she was in the yard between 5.30 and 
6 p.m. on last. Monday she heard a child 
screaming. She rushed upstairs, and found 
the child in witness’s room with her clothes 
on fire. Witness took a quilt off the bed 
and wrapped it around her. She was taken 
to the Meath Hospital. There was hardly 
any fire in the grate at the time. A 
‘blowers ’’ was against the grate, Witness 
was informed that the child had been putting 
the “ blowers ” to the fire when her cloth- 
ing caught fire. 

Dr. Joseph Devlin, House Surgeon, Meath 
Hospital, said that the child was conscious 
on admission, but became delirious and died 
that night. Death was due to shock follow- 
ing the injuries described. .

For the. benefit of the reader not well- 
informed in the method of maki uni- 
versity appointménts I may explain that the 
rea] choice of a candidate for a chair is 
made by a selection committee, which is nearly 
always composed of a few senior men—e.g., 
the head of the college, the deans, and a 
number of experts—professors of allied sub- 
jects. In English and Scottish universities 
such committees are always strengthened by 
the addition of professors of the subject in 
which the appointment is being made, who 
have chairs in other universities. The next 
step in such appointments is that the findings 
of the selection committee.are submitted to a 
higher body—the academic council, which is, 
broadly, the same body as the selection com- 
mittee, but strengthened by various arts pro- 
fessors. The next stage is the usual ratifi- 
cation of the appointment by the governing 
body. In the National University of Ire- 
land the appointment goes a stage further to 
the Senate, which is com of men and 
women from the three Colleges at Galway, 
Cork and Dublin. 

To return now to the Galway Chair in 
Biology, the two strongest candidates were 
the Trinity Protestant, who beat everyone 
in Irish, and the University College (Dub- 
lin) candidate. The selection committee, I 
understand, put the Trinity candidate first 
in everything else—degrees, experience, 
laboratory management and research. The 
Welsh Protestant, who was unable to sit for 
the examination in Irish, still kept in the 
running, owing chiefly to the strong support 
given Kies by Dr. MacEnri. Dr. MacEnri 
did not support either the Dublin Catholic 
or the Trinity Protestant Gaelic Leaguer, 
who came first in the Irish examination. 

The verdict of the selection committee v as 
duly ratified by the Academic Council by a 
large majority. The next stage was the 
Governing Body. The voting placed the 
already rejected University College candi- 
date first, one vote ahead of the Trinity 
Protestant Nationalist. The Welshman died 
out at this stage. The verdict of the 
Governing Body of Galway was duly ratified 
by the Senate of the National University. 

On the Governing Body of Galway Col- 
lege the Southern Protestants have a repre- 
sentative in the person of Dr. Orr, Bishop 
of Tuam. Steps were taken to have Dr. 
Orr informed of the absolute necessity for his 
attendance at the meeting of the Governing 
Bodv. It is unfortunate that Dr. Orr's 
business prevented him from being present at 
this meeting. In common with many Trinity 
men, I i that there could have been no 
place in Ireland that needed Bishop Orr's 
presence so sorely as the Committée Room 
of Galway College on that day. I am reveal- 
ing no secret when I say that the Vice- 
President of the Executive Council of the 
Irish Free State subsequently wrote to Dr. 
Anderson, the head of Galway College, pro- 
testing against the behaviour of the Govern- 
ing Body in its action of reversing the verdict 
of the Academic Council. 

I believe that all the statements I have 
made above are strictly true, and I will be 
glad to have corrected amy inaccuracy of 
which I may have been guilty. I feel that 
this business should be widely known. 

From the Schools of Biology at Trinity 
College we could have sent forward another 
candidate, who won the 1851 Memorial 
Scholarship, a Rockefeller International 
Fellowship, the London Doctorate of Seience, 
and was recently within the same week 
offered a Lectureship in Embryology in 
Edinburgh University, a Beit Fellowship and 
a Lectureship in Zoology in King’s College, 
Lowdon. I advised this gentleman to accept 
the last-fhentioned position and not to apply 
for the Galway Chair, as Trinity College was 
already putting forward an Irish scholar and 
Nationalist who was also @ distinguished 
biologist, and that his want of knowledge of 
Irish would militate against him. If this 
Trinity graduate had been sent forward 
against thé University College candidate, the 
latter would have n given the Chair, 
because in the University of the Gaeltacht 
“we must have Irish scholars.’””’ When, how- 
ever, Trinity did put forward an Irish 
scholar, we see what happened. 

Free State Ministers have stated that it is 

a part of their policy that the Southern Pro- 
testants shall be treated properly. I believe 
firmly that these gentlemen are perfectly 
sincere. Without such treatment of the 
Protestant element in this country, the 
cautious Ulster folk will never venture to 
expose their property and the careers of their 
children to the Catholic majority in the Free 
State. I lived for eighteen years of my life 
in a country where there is a Catholic 
minority, which was treated propetly. Could 
not the Southern Irish try to emulate this 
example? 
_ There is another aspect which is of great 
impertance to the heads of departments in 
Dublin University. Are our students te be 
boycotted out of all important posts in the 
Free State” Is the Galway business a fore- 
taste of the future? Is the religious, the 
language or the political boycott going to be 
used on all future occasions’? ] am told that 
the future of the Free State is bright.

Industrial Development Association, held at 
the Permanent Exhibition of Irish Manufac- 
tures yesterday, it was reported that 103 
firms had entered for the Pageant of Industry 
on the Wednesday of Civic Week, the number 
of vehicles to date totalling 227.

RAILWAY CHARGES ON 
COAL. 


PORTADOWN COUNCIL’S 
GRIEVANCE. 


At the monthly meeting of the Portadown 
Chamber of Commerce—Mr. W. M. Clow, 
J.P., presiding—Mr. J. Davison, J.P., said 
that Portadown people had a grievance in 
regard to the high freight charged by the 
railway company for the transit of ,oal from 
Belfast, which was 7s. 4d. a ton. The coal 
was tipped into wagons from the boat, and 
when it arrived at Portadown the owner 
carted it from the wagons. As porters had 
not to be paid for discharging it hke flour or 
meal, he thought that 7s. 4d. a ton was an 
excessive charge. 

The Chairman pointed out that the railway 
company had not a monopoly, as coal was 
also brought into the town by lighters, and 
was now being carried by road. The railway 
company was charging a competitive rate. 

Mr. Hewitt said so long as the freight on 
coal from Belfast was 7s. 4d. a ton they had 
a serious grievance, and the railway company 
was only standing in its own light. 

The Chairman said that he thought the 
charge by lighter would be ós. or 6s. 6d. a 
ton. 

Mr. Davison said that if the railway com- 
pany did not reduce their charges all the 
coal would eventually be brought by road. 

Chairman—I do not think that we have 
any grounds for complaint. 

Mr. Hewitt—While the rate is 7s. 4d. a 
ton I hold we have a real grievance. 

Mr. Davison moved that the Secretary (Mr. 
A. Lewis) be directed to write the railway 
company and lighter owners asking for a re- 
duction in the rate of freight for the transit 
of coal from Belfast to Portadown. 

Mr. Hewitt seconded the proposition, which 
was passed.

THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


The Legal Confegence of the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church of Great Britain and of 
the Methodist Church in Ireland, at its recent 
meeting in Bradford, gave its cordial approval 
to the principles of the bills which the Irish 
Methodist Conference proposes to introduce 
this year to the Parliaments of Northern and 
Southern Ireland. If, and when, these bills 
become Acts of Parliament, the rights which 
the Lezal Conference has hitherto exercised 
in Ireland, through its annually appointed 
delegalp, in the matter of the admission, 
appoirfttments, and discipline of the ministers 
will be vested solely in the Irish Conference. 
In connection with this legisation steps are 
being taken to extend the term of ministerial 
appointment from three to five years. In 
view of the possibility that the bills may not 
pass the two Parliaments in the few months 
which elapse between their introduction in 
November next and the meeting of the Con- 
ference in June, it is not thought likely that 
many circuits or ministers who: have just 
begun the third year of their present appoint- 
ment will care to remain in uncertainty re- 
garding next year's appointment up to the 
very meeting of the Conference itself. On 
the other hand, it is generally assumed that 
those circuits and ministers whose. present 
appointments date from 1926 or 1927 will 
freely avail themselves of the opportunity of 
extending the present contract from three to 
five years. 

The opening Service of the new Grosvenor 
Hall, Belfast, which is being evected at a 
cost of £50,000, has been fixed for Thursday, 
September 22nd.. Mr. Joseph Rank, of 
London, whose generosity has gone far to 
make possible the erection of the Hall, will

The annual ' Day of Delight” organised 
by the North Belfast Mission, of which the 
Rev. Johnstone Hunter is the superintendent, 
has this year been a great success. Two 
thousand five hundred needy children spent 
an enjoyable day at the seaside. Six hundred 
children from the slums are being given a 
week's holiday in the new Holiday Home of 
the Mission at Donaghadee, Co. Down. 

The Rev. John A. Duke, B.A., presided 
over the first meeting of the Dublin Methodist 
Housing Committee, which was held recently. 
The honorary secretary, Mr. H. O. Campbell, 
reported that the trustees of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland were prepared to invest 
£6.000 in Dublin Corporation stock for 
building schemes. It is hoped to raise at 
least a further £4,000 by subscription to 
still further help in this matter.
